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Applicants argue that Goodman & Gilman's teaches that specific antidepressants may be used for treating severe types of anxiety 
disorders and that antidepressants are not all generally useful for treating such disorders. Applicants further argue that since the 
mechanism of Suzuki's compound A is not know, it would not have been obvious to use it for treating anxiety disorder. 

It is noted that Goodman & Gilman's does refer to specific antidepressants for treating anxiety disorders, but it is well within the skill in the 
art for one to recognize by the teachings of Goodman and Gilman's that antidepressants are an indicated treatment for anxiety disorders as 
pointed ou in the first sentence of the last paragraph in the left column on page 469 which reads "Antidepressants also are leading choices 
in the treatment of severe anxiety disorders, including panic-agora-phobia syndrome, generalized anxiety disorder, social phobia and 
obsessive-compulsive disorder...". Therefore it would be obvious that one of ordinary skill in the art would contemplate the use of 
antidepressants in the treatment of anxiety. Regarding the arguments concerning Suzuki, it is noted that in Col.1, lines 29-59 describe that 
adenosine antagonistic function is found in compounds that overlap with that of the present invention; therefore, the compounds have a 
known mechanism of action. 
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
